Testimony Not of a Little Cog

“No ‘little cog’ could stand 
up to a cross-examination in 
the way Eichmann did — 
find his way through the tar- 
tuous labyrinth of documents, 
and answer as he did when 
faced with any difficulty.” the 
Attorney-General, Mr. Gideon 
Hausner, saic yesterday mor- 
ning in evaluating the cha- 
racter of the accused, in the 
second day of the prosecu- 
tions summing-up. 

“Eichmann was not, is not, 
a child. He is @ man who 
possessed a most capable ir- 
telligence. It was difficult for 
him to find reasonable and 
logical explanations when 
faced with the facts. and he 
therefore had to contradict 
himself from time to time, 
and resort to worthless ex- 
cuses. But he displayed sta- 
ture, even if it was diabolic, 
during his interrogation. We 
saw a man, who when ques- 
tioned by the court, answer- 
ed. but not to the point. who 
found cunning excuses, and 
by doing this revealed his 
true capabilities of thought 
and invention,“ the Attorney- 
General said. 
An example was how Eich- 
mann changed the contents of 
the Sassen document when 
he was readi it out loud 
in the court. e document 
said “Chef der Sipo und des 
F. D.“ and Eichmann read this 
page as “the Reichefuchrer 


Another time, he added the 
word “no” to a sentence, thus 
giving it a totally opposite 
meaning.

But the evidence s over-

Wallenberg, who tried to save 
Jews, “a Jewish dog. [Iii 
shoot him.” Hitler wanted to 
spare Germans with one-quar- 
ter and one-eighth Jewish 
blood from the grim task of 
shooting their own parents. 
But not Eichmann. 
Haj Amin el Husseini describ- 
ed Eichmann as a “precious 
jewel” and wanted a man like 
him to come to this country 
to spill Jewish blood. 


Rabid Nasi 

Years later, in the Argen- 
tine, Eichmann made a mar- 
ginal note in a book in which 
a former Nazi criticized the 
Fuehrer for his method of 
running the war. Eichmann 
wrote: “This man should be 
flayed alive. Because of such 
men in our ranks we lost the 
war.” This, and the other 
marginal notes, display Kich- 
manns rabid Nazism. When 
questioned about these re- 
marks, Eichmann became ir- 
ritated, saying that what he 
wrote was a private matter. 
Moreover, he never lent 
the book to anyone. He was 
annoyed that the book was 
obtained surreptitiously. 

Eichmann remained an anti- 
Semite to the end. In 1957 he 
told Sassen that “it was not 
on his conscience that the 
Hungarians were struggling 
today ae the secret Jew- 
ish police. Wie and
